Dr. Charles Lancaster of Plainfield, 
ft. J., who writes the subjoined letter 
under the date of Aug. 13 to tho New 
York Herald, is nearly 91 yearn old, but 
in spite of his great age it is plain that 
he takes a keen and lively interest in 
affairs of the present day. He says: 
I noticed in the Sunday issue of the 
New York Herald of Oct. 9 an article 
under the caption “ Does Lifo Remain 
on Decapitation?” in which tho theory 
of Dr. Cinel of Paris is seriously criti­ 
cised. hut I cannot bring my mind to 
agree with the critics. I think Dr. Cinel 
is right in claiming retention of sensa­ 
tion for three hours after decapitation 
of a subject, but as to the ability to 
hear, see aud smell, I am not so clear, 
while I think it possible. But the; main 
point centers in the tests, as stated by 
Dr. Shrady, that have been made and 
noted upon various criminals after de­ 
capitation in an effort to find evidence 
of sensation “ after the first shock” and 
resulting in no evidence of tho least sign 
of pain. 
Dr. Shrady asserts with considerable 
positiveness that death of tho decapitat­ 
ed criminal is instantaneous. Here I 
differ from him. It must be remembered 
that “ the life of all flesh is tho blood 
thereof.” The ancient Hebrews under­ 
stood that, and upon it based their rule 
not to “ eat flesh with the blood there­ 
of.” Now I believe that so long a s the 
blood retains any degree of warmth aft­ 
er removal of the head there is iii both 
head and body feeling and possibility 
of pain. 
With all respect for the eminent doc­ 
tor whose statements I am criticising, I 
must notice one test which ho mentions 
—namely, by touching sensitive nerves, 
which results in nothing but certain 
“ twitching,” due, as ho says, to mus­ 
cular contraction. Will tho doctor tell 
us whence comes the twitching? Is it 
uot due to feeling? 
But finally he tells tis that criminals 
have been induced to promise to make 
certain facial contortions after being 
guillotined to indicate that they were 
still conscious aud suffering pain, bat 
iii no ease have the physicians been able 
to discover signs of life. Give tho vic­ 
tim the “ benefit of the doubt.” Perhaps 
he forgot it. 
Now let us compare the victim in 
such a case with the appearance of a 
cold blooded animal, a sea turtle for 
example, under the same condition. I 
have picked up the heart of one of these 
animals which had been lying with the 
mesentery out of doors and partly in the 
sun during half a day, first irritating it 
slightly with a straw and noticing that 
it throbbed or pulsated in natural meas­ 
ure aud apparent force, showing five or 
six pulsations. I took this heart, wrap­ 
ped in palier, and carried it 17 miles in 
the country, and. being evening, I laid 
it away till the next morning, and then, 
about 9 o’clock, I exhibited it to a school 
for young ladies, to show them the per­ 
sistency of life of a cold blooded ani­ 
mal, aud the heart on being pricked 
with a pin still responded with three or 
four faint pulsations. 
Another, but fresh water turtle, I 
captured, cut off its head and laid the 
creature on a board in the sun and vis­ 
ited it every day for nine days, and to 
the last day it did not fail to draw a 
leg toward the body if given a moderate 
blow with a stick. In both these cases 
I believe the action of the animal was 
prompted by feeling, if not pain. Now, 
I ask, is there any quantity of vital 
force or sanctity of life supposed to be 
vouchsafed to those cold blooded ani­ 
mals which is not shared also by man? 
Finally, my contention is that the 
guillotine is no punishment. The func­ 
tion of punishment is to indict pain, 
mental or physical, and when there is 
no pain there is no punishment. Now, 
the scientific gentlemen tell us there is 
no pain in death by decapitation, but if 
I live to see the law of capital puuish- 
merit effaced from American statutes 
and all punishments administered with­ 
out a spirit of revenge, but in perfect 
accord with the highest state of Chris­ 
tian civilization now claimed for the 
most advanced nation I shall thank God 
for the deliverance from the last smirch 
I borrowed of paganism.

MUST NOTS FOR F R E SH M E N . 


P r i n c e t o n S o p h o m o r e # Will K e n a l a t e 
T h e i r C o n d u c t ii ii ll A b o lis h Iln zin # ;. 
A meeting the other evening of tho 
committee on “ class customs,” appoint­ 
ed by tho sophomores recently, marks 
the second step in the abolition of haz­ 
ing at Princeton. Tho 1901 president, 
D. V. Hutchings, is chairman of the 
committee, and he has the matter at 
heart. 
He is doing everything in his 
power to bring about the Arial adoption 
of nonhazing resolutions, and fully ex­ 
pects that with the co-operation of the 
faculty tho few rebellious second year 
men will he brought to terms. Second 
year men have drawn up aud adopted a 
list of “ must nots” for freshmen. They 
cannot weur golf or bicycle trousers. 
Duck or crash suits, until after the first 
Princeton-Harvard baseball game in the 
spring, arc strictly prohibited. The 
headgear must become the humble sta­ 
tion of the freshman, and no fedoras, 
'horse hats or monogram caps may be 
worn in safety. ” Such is the modest at­ 
tire of the Princeton first year man of 
the future. 
Time honored customs regarding the j 
liberty of the youngsters were laid | 
down iii full. For a freshman to enter i 
the grand stand on the varsity field is J 
un unpardonable offense. His only place j 
is on tho bleachers. Tho yearlings of . 
the university must be iii their rooms 1 
by 9 o’clock at night. An iron law will | 
deal with any one found on the street ! 
after that hour. Tho doors of all saloons j 
aud public restaurants are to be closed i 
in his face, and his only resource is the j 
soda fountain. These paternal sopho- j 
mores even impose restraint upon the j 
freshmen’s habits and do not allow 
them to smoke cigars or pipes outside 
of their rooms. 
Tho last regulation 
placed upon undergraduate conduct re­ 
lates to the right of way on paths or 
sidewalks. The upper class man is al­ 
ways allowed precedence over the un­ 
der class man. The right of forcible 
ejection belongs to the senior or junior, 
as against the sophomore or freshman. 
It is the opinion of the 1902 class 
president that these “ customs” will re­ 
ceive the ready acceptance of the fresh­ 
man class, for by acknowledging the 
sovereignty of the other classes over 
them they will be rid of the once all 
powerful “ custom” of hazing, in lien 
of which they are ready to accept any 
reasonable terms. The faculty of the 
university are pleased at the turn the 
question of hazing bas taken, for they 
realize that this custom, which has al­ 
ways been obnoxious, can be abolished 
only by the consent of the sophomores. 
The most stringent faculty measures 
cannot bring it about.—New York Her 
ald.

TO SIGNAL AT SEA. 


Invention to Help Mariner* Tented 
on North Wiver. 
Au interesting test was made the 
other night at the Hoboken pier of the 
North German Lloyd Steamship com­ 
pany vl the lncigraph, an invention of 
John W. Hayward, for signaling at 
sea. The lucigraph is a combination of 
typewriter and stereoptioon. Instead of 
the screen a rapidly revolving “ pin­ 
wheel” is used, on which are thrown the 
signal letters that are brought before a 
strong light on slides worked by a key­ 
board. 
A pure white light thrown upon the 
disk is intended by the inventor as a 
signal of attention. When answered by 
another vessel, the letters representing 
the international code messages are 
thrown upon the disk. These letters 
may vary from a minimum of 15 feet 
to any size and may be seen by the 
naked eye at a great distance.—Phila­ 
delphia Press.

It 
is connected with the other parts of 
Africa, the Cape Verde islands aud Eu­ 
rope by submarine cables, and win u 
the transsahara telegraph wires are j 
laid will ho in direct relations with 
Algeria by laud. 
On the opposite side of Africa, at the 
entrance to the Red sea, Chok has been 
selected on account of the importune! 
of its situation on the line of communi­ 
cations between France and her tar 
eastern possessions arid Madagascar 
The third African station is on the is­ 
land of Madagascar itself, at Diego 
Suarez, which will serve as a ba-e for 
ships engaged in the observation of the 
lilies of ocean travel between the Cape 
of Good Hope and Europe byway of tin* 
Suez canal and the direct sea route to 
eastern Asia and the southern Pacific. 
As yet Madagascar is unconnected with 
the rest of the world by telegraph, hut 
tin*, matter is under consideration of the 
French colonial office, and a decision is 
expected before long. 
The station in lndo-China will be b l­ 
eated at Cape St. James, on the south 
eastern coast of Cochin China. It is in 
direct connection with Singapore on the 
south and Hongkong to the north by 
cable, us well as with the Anam aud 
Tonquin settlements by an exclusively 
French cable. Besides serving usa coal­ 
ing and revictualing station Cape St. 
James will be a naval base for the 
French China aud Pacific squadrons 
aud be fortified and equipped accord­ 
ingly. 
It is about equidistant from 
Hongkong aud Manila, and on the Hank 
of the direct route between the former 
and Singapore. 
Dependent on Cape St. 
James to a certain extent, the station 
at Noumea, in New Caledonia, will 
have an importance of its own. on ac­ 
count of its isolated situation in the 
center of the circle formed by the Brit­ 
ish Australian, New Zealand and Fiji 
island colonies. 
The West Indian elation is to be St. 
Pierre, in Martinique, the most suitable 
location that could be found in the 
French West Indian possessions for the 
purpose. 
Like Noumea in Australasia, 
it will he an isolated outpost in Ameri­ 
can waters without large commercial or 
territorial interests to protect. Except 
as relics of past power on this conti 
uent, the French American possessions 
are of little else than historical value to 
Frauce, and in the course of time, as 
the attention of the French people be­ 
comes centered on their African and far 
eastern acquisitions, they will tm less 
reluctant to allow them to attach them­ 
selves to the power toward which they 
must naturally gravitate. 
The decision to establish the naval 
stations described is due principally to 
M. Lockroy, who is availing himself of 
his posit:ou of minister of marine to 
give effect to the plans for the reorgani­ 
zation of the French navy and the pro­ 
tection of the French colonies, which 
he has long and persistently urged in 
parliament and in tho press. As a part 
of tile system of naval defense, the 
French government is occupying itself 
with the question of submarine cables. 
Outside the establishment for the man­ 
ufacture of telegraph cables which the 
government possesses at La Sevne there 
are others, the principal one of which 
is that at Calais, which is capable of 
turning out 626 miles of cable a month. 
At present the telegraphic communica­ 
tion between France and her colonies is 
almost entirely in the hands of English 
companies, which would be a manifest 
disadvantage in time of war. In order 
to rectify this it is now intended to pro­ 
ceed with the laying of new direct ca­ 
bles between Frauce and her more im­ 
portant distant possessions.—-New York 
Sun

Cottle, 
Canton ; William O. Behunin, Thomas

Dr. Charles Lancaster of Plainfield, 
fj. J., who writes tho subjoined letter 
under the date of Aug. IS to tho Now 
York Herald, is nearly 91 years old, but 
in spito of his great ago it is plain that 
he takes a keen and lively interest in 
affairs of tho present day. 
Ho says: 
I noticed in tho Sunday issue of tho 
New York Herald of Get. 9 an article 
under tho caption ‘‘Does Life Remain 
on Decapitation?” in which tho theory 
of Dr. Cinel of Paris is seriously criti­ 
cised. hut I cannot bring my mind to 
agree with tho critics. I think Dr. Cinel 
is right in claiming retention of sensa­ 
tion for three hours after decapitation 


I of a subject, hut as to tho ability to 
hear, see aud smell, I am not so clear, 
while I think it possible. But tho main 
point centers in tho tests, us stated by 
Dr. Hhrady, that have been made and 
noted upon various criminals after de­ 
capitation in an effort to find evidence 
of sensation "after tho first shock” and 
resulting in no evidence of tho h ast sign 
of pain. 
Dr. Fhroily asserts with considerable 
positiveness that death of tho decapitat­ 
ed criminal is instantaneous. 
Here I 
differ from birn. It must bo remembered 
that “ tho life of all flesh is tho blood 
thereof.” The ancient Hebrews under­ 
stood that, and upon it based I heir rule 
not to "eat flesh with tho blood there­ 
of.” Now I believe that so long as tlie 
blood retains any degree of warm til aft­ 
er removal of tho bead there is in both 
head and body feeling and possibility 
of pain. 
With all respect for tho eminent doc­ 
tor whoso statements I nm criticising, I 
must notice one test which ho mentions 
—namely, by touching sensitive nerves, 
which reunite in nothing but certain 
"twitching, ” due, as ho says, to mus­ 
cular contraction. 
Will tho doctor tell 
os whence comes the twitching? Is it 
not duo to feeling? 
But finally he tells us that criminals 
have been induced to promise to make 
certain facial contortions after being 
guillotined to indicate that they wore 
still conscious and suffering pain, but 
iii no case have the physicians been able 
to discover signs of life. Give tho vic­ 
tim tho " benefit of the doubt. ” Perhaps 
he forgot it. 
Now let us compare the victim in 
such a case with tho appearance of a 
cold blooded animal, a sea turtle for 
example, under the same condition. 
I 
have lucked up tho heart of one of these 
animals which had been lying with the 
mesentery out of doors and partly in the 
sun during half a day, first irritating it 
slightly with a straw and noticing that 
it throbbed or pulsated in natural meas­ 
ure aud apparent force, showing five or 
six pulsations. I took this heart, wrap­ 
ped in paper, and carried it 17 miles in 
the country, and. being evening, I laid 
it away till tho next morning, and then, 
about 9 o’clock, I exhibited it to a school 
for young ladies, to show them the per­ 
sistency of life of a cold blooded ani­ 
mal, and tho heart on being pricked 
with a pin still responded with three or 
four faint pulsations. 
Another, but fresh water turtle, I 
captured, cut off its head and laid the 
creature on a board in the sun and vis­ 
ited it every day for nine days, and to 
the last day it did not fail to draw a 
leg toward the body if given a moderate 
blow with a stick. 
In both these cases 
I believe the action of the animal was 
prompted by feeling, if not pain. Now, 
I ask, is there any quantity of vital 
force or sanctity of life supposed to be 
vouchsafed to those cold blooded ani­ 
mals which is not shared also by man? 
Finally, my contention is that the 
guillotine is no punishment. The func­ 
tion of punishment is to inflict pain, 
mental or physical, and when there is 
no pain there is no punishment. Now, 
the scientific gentlemen tell us there is 
no pain in death by decapitation, but if 
I live to see the law of capital punish­ 
ment effaced from American .statutes 
and all punishments administered with­ 
out a spirit of revenge, hut in perfect 
accord with the highest state of Chris­ 
tian civilization now claimed for the 
most advanced nation I shall thank Cod 
for the deliverance from the last smirch 
borrowed of paganism.

A meeting the other evening of tho 
committee on "class customs, ' appoint­ 
ed by the sophomores recently, marks 
the second step in the abolition of haz­ 
ing at Princeton. Tho 1901 president, 
D. V. Hatchings, is chairman of the 
committee, and he has tho matter at 
heart. 
He is doing everything in his 
power to firing about the final adoption 
of nonhazing resolutions, and fully ex­ 
pects that with the co-operation of the 
faculty tho few rebellious second year 
men will fie brought t<> t**rnis. 
Second 
year men have drawn up aud adopted a 
list of "must nots” for freshmen. They 
cannot wear golf or bicyclo trousers. 
Duck or crash suits, until after tho first 
Princeton-Harvard baseball game in the 
spring, 
are strictly prohibited. 
The 
headgear must, become the humble sta­ 
tion of tho freshman, and no fedoras, 
'horse hats or monogram caps may be 
worn iii safety.” Such is the modest at­ 
tire' ol the Princeton first year man of 
the future. 
Time honored customs regarding the 
liberty of the youngsters were laid 
d o w n in full. 
For a freshman to enter 
the grand stand on tho varsity field is 
an unpardonable offense. Hisonly place 
is on tho bleachers. 
The yearlings of 
the university must be in their looms 
By 9 o’clock at night. An iron law will 
deal with any one found on the street 
after tfiat hour. Tho doors of all saloons 
aud public restaurants are to be closed 
in his face, and his only resource is the 
soda fountain. 
These paternal sopho­ 
mores even imposo restraint upon the1 
freshmen’s habits 
and do not allow 
them to smoke cigars or pipes outside 
of their rooms. 
Tho last regulation 
placed upon undergraduate conduct re­ 
lates to the right of way on paths or 
sidewalks. 
Tho upper class man is al­ 
ways allowed precedence over the un­ 
der class man. 
The right of forcible 
ejection belongs to the senior or junior, 
as against the sophomore or freshman. 
It is the opinion of the 1902 clas> 
president that these "customs” will re­ 
ceive the ready acceptance of the fresh­ 
man class, for by acknowledging the 
sovereignty of the other classes over 
them they will be rid of the once all 
powerful "custom” of hazing, in lien 
of which they are ready to accept any 
reasonable terms. The faculty of the 
university are pleased at the turn the 
question of hazing has taken, for they 
realize that this custom, which has al­ 
ways been obnoxious, can be abolished 
only by the consent of the sophomores. 
The most stringent faculty measures 
cannot bring it about.—New York Her­ 
ald.

disk is intended by the inventor as a 
signal of attention. When answered by 
another vessel, the letters representing I 
the international code messages are 
thrown upon the disk. These letters 
may vary from a minimum of 15 tv,*t 
to any size and may be seen by the 
naked eye at a great distance.—Phi la 
delphia Prest*.

Outside the establishment for the man­ 
ufacture of telegraph cables which the 
government possesses at La Seyne there 
are others, the principal one of which 
is that at Guluis, which is capable of 
turning out 625 miles of cable a month. 
At present the telegraphic communica­ 
tion between h ranee and her colonies is 
almost entirely in the hands of English 
companies, which would be a manifest 
disadvantage in time of war. 
In order 
to rectify this it is now intended to pro­ 
ceed with the laying of new direct ca­ 
bles between France and her more im­ 
portant distant possessions.—-New York

The board of education met in regular 
session in the directors’ room, in the 
Central building, last night at 8:15 
o ’clock. 
The m em bra present were 
Messrs. Vodrey, Peach, Murphy, Fisher. 
Williams, Norris. 
The meeting was opened by the read­ 
ing of the UCI Psalm aud prayer by 
Mr. Fisher. 
Mr. Murphy said that at a meeting 
held several weeks ago a motion was 
passed which, in substance, was that no 
biils be paid unless such were presented 
to the board. “ This action, gentlemen, 
conflicts with the payment of teachers 
who are hired by the month at a stated 
salary. It is unfair. The school month 
ends next Friday, and the next meeting 
will be Nov. Ii. The board should not 
do this, and I ask that this motion be 
rescinded.” 
Mr. Peach stated that he did not think 
Mr. Murphy’a vie wa were correct. When 
th e m atter was put to a vote all the 
members voted in favor of the teachers 
except Mr. Peach. 
By this action the 
teachers will receive their salaries when 
the month ends. 
Superintendent R iym an 
spoke at 
length upon the lecture coarse, as pre­ 
pared by the schools, and in concluding 
his remarks stated that should the pro­ 
ject succeed the school woald be in 
about $300, this money to be nsed in 
th e purchasing of books for the school 
library. 
The m atter of allowing scholars to en­ 
ter the schools when they became six 
y “sr« old daring September, October, 
November and December was left to the 
discretion of the superintendent. 
The Bast Bud district being very 
mach crowded Superintendent Bayman 
asked for more room in order that the 
scholars may have more space to do 
their work. There is bat one anased 
desk in the dt.v and scholars are now 
entering the schools at the rate of from 
to three to four a day. 
Doctor Williams stated that a Mrs. 
Williams, a woman iii very poor circum­ 
stances, had applied to him for permis­ 
sion to send her children to the West 
Bud school.

o f the superintendent.

NOT THIS YEAR 


The P assing of the F a r Seals. 
The remarkable animal life of Bering 
sea, which had its principal rookery on 
the Pribylof islands, will within a few 
year? have become practically extinct, 
like po many other interesting species. 
Man’s reckless greed bas overborne the 
prodigality of nature.. It is the same 
old stoiy of cruelty and waste of ie- 
sources. The contention for the right of 
sea fishing, which Great Britain has 
steadily maintained at the instance of 
ber Canadian subjects, bas made the 
ocean a great slaughter house. The fact 
that the methods of the deep water seal­ 
ers slay the gravid females and lose at 
least two seals, wounded aud left to die, 
for every one pelt secured has had ne 
effect on the besotted minds of men 
The final resnlt now seems close at hand. 
The Alaska Commercial company, with 
the right under contract to take 100,000 
pelts annually, during the last season 
could only secure 30,000. The Canadian 
sealers, whose catch bad averaged 80,- 
000, only captured 10,000 skins. Sim­ 
ilar reports of diminution come from 
the Russian and Japanese sealers. 
Bat 
one thing now can save the fur seal—the 
common agreement of all nations to 
forego hunting the species for a period 
of, say, ten years. 
It is vain to expect 
that this proposition will ever be carried 
into effect, unless the international com­ 
mission now in session can establish a 
basis of understanding. 
There are no creatures among the 
swimming mammalia more interesting 
than the Alaskan seal in its curious 
habits aud its display of powerfully 
marked instincts, verging close on in­ 
telligence. 
Its skin has fam ished for a 
long time one of the most costly aud 
beautiful furs in the world. Its indefinite 
preservation, owing to its peculiar hab­ 
its and its fecundity, is a resnlt within 
easy reach, but the attainm ent of this 
end is scarcely expected unless the most 
radical concessions are made by the rep­ 
resentatives of Great Britain as to the 
open sea fisheries. 
The only hope is in that awakening 
of sympathy w ith the precervation of 
interesting species of the lower orders 
of creation which has shown itself of 
late years in many ways. Man has as­ 
serted his right, which is a question of 
might, very ruthlessly in dealing with 
the denizens of the land, of the air and 
of the sea. 
Yet that beautiful spirit of 
forbearance from reckless persecution to 
inculcate which Coleridge wrote bis 
immortal “ Ancient M ariner” has dis­ 
played some signs of revival. 
Perhaps 
this sentiment, supported by a wiser 
commercial spirit, may yet seek to save 
the fur seal as it is now beginning to 
save the elephant from annihilation, 
but there is no time to be lost or it will 
be as futile as the belated attem pt to 
save the bison, once the most distinctive 
aud abundant large wild animal of the 
North American continent.

The 
direct rays of the san should never be 
permitted to fall upon the portrait, and 
especially should it be remembered that 
the glass (or crystal) covers to the 
miniatures, and the glass of the oabinet 
in which they are kept, all help to in­ 
crease the powers of the sunlight and

Hung upon a wall or in a case, they 
are exposed to full sunlight, and the 
carnations quickly fade, the valne of 
all the colors is reduced and whitened 
and the paler and more delicate tints 
vanish altogether. 
If the exigencies of 
space demand that a wall opposite a 
window (the worst position in a room 
for miniatures) m ast be nsed, then a 
blind or curtain sboald be supplied to 
the cabinet containing the treasures, 
and as often as possible the window op­ 
posite the cabinet sboald be sbronded, 
so as to prevent the light falling upon 
the cabinet and its contents.—“ Portrait 
M iniature,” by G. G. Williamson.

On the authority of Consul Bed loc of 
Cantou, China, tho following sagacious 
apothegms are credited 
to Admiral 
Howey: “ The talent of success is noth­ 
ing more than doing w hat you can do 
well aud doing well whatever you do 
without thought of fame, lf fame comes 
at all, it will come because it is de­ 
served and uot because it is sought 
fo r.” If this had been imbedded in one 
of Bacon’s essays, it would be deemed 
entirely worthy of that great thinker’s 
reputation. It brings np the whole ques- , 
tion of fame aud duty iu a striking 
fashion, made still more so by the fact 
that Admiral Dewey’s own career has ! 
been such a striking illustration of the 
truth itself. 
No man could have lived 
up more conscientiously to a single 
eyed seuse of duty, aud no man has 
leaped more suddenly iu to a full stature I 
of fame in the eyes of tile world. 
Tho passion for glory, pro-etninence j 
over one’s fellows in literature, art, 
public affairs, war or w hat uot has no 
doubt bad its full share in whipping 
talent, even genius perhaps, to the most 
active exercise of its energies. 
It has 
indeed been tho weakness of many a 
great man, as well as an element of 
strength. If it has inflamed m ental pug­ 
nacity to outstrip one’s competitors in 
the race, it has also made many a man 
somewhat unscrupulous in the means 
used to secure victory. 
It is not the 
tierce pursuit of wealth alone which 
has often drugged the conscience of 
man as to the agencies and stepping 
stones available for use. 
The man con 
scious of conspicuous ability, indeed 
even if money m aking is the direct re­ 
ward of that ability, prizes that reward 
less for itself than for its evidence of 
power and as a means of further exer­ 
cising th at power. 
But after all there is something less 
than nobility of m ind in pursuing an 
end that one may be recognized as more 
powerful or more celebrated than oth­ 
ers. 
It is simply a robust form of van­ 
ity in which a strong man may indulge 
w ithout making him self 
ridiculous. 
That men w ill mercilessly scrutinize 
ultim ately the instrum entalities which 
have been used is a consideration which 
is rarely taken into account. So m any a 
distinguished persou has lived in later 
reputation less because he has done 
great things than as un illustration 
wherewith “ to point a moral or adorn 
a tale. ” 
On the other hand, the path to fame 
throngh a strict devotion to the sense of 
duty, though sometimes a more rugged 
one, ie the surest. 
Distinction once as­ 
sured is not a golden image w ith legs 
of clay, but genuine and precious by 
every test. 
Each step gained is hewn 
in the rock, and the progress is not 
m erely represented in external or m a­ 
terial advance, but it registers itself in 
spiritual growth, which no reverse in 
the outer sign can ever affect. 
The im ­ 
plicit trust which the world at large 
places in one who has stamped him self 
as the servant of his sense of duty is 
uot the least potent of the factors of ad­ 
vancement. Opportunities come to him 
which avoid others. 
W hen he unites 
great talent w ith this nobility of aim 
and ideal w hich is unswerving iu its 
path, place seeks him and he need uot 
indulge in a reckless ambition. 
The duty which a man owes to him ­ 
self is a reflex in the main of what he 
owes to others, aud measures it pretty 
closely. 
W hen Goethe pronounced self 
culture to be the supreme end of life, 
meaning thereby the largest harmony 
of spiritual aud intellectual growth, he 
stated a great tru th in a perverse fash­ 
ion. 
It is the supreme end, but not the 
purpose. The purpose which looks only 
to self architecture fails on the very 
side which most enriches all the root* 
of strength. 
The very essence of the 
idea of doty is the pervading sense of 
obligation to all the relations in which 
one is placed. By obeying this obliga 
tion harmonious growth is inevitable. 
Fame, which comes of such a life. is 
like the flowering and frnitage in plants. 
It* is a splendor in itself, but it also 
feeds and delights the world and fits 
beneficently into the great scheme ot 
things.

QUEER CHINESE FARM 


FORMIDABLE C O M PETITO R OF TRUCK 


GARDENERS NEAR W ASHINGTON.

In 
Poit arrived in W ashington last April 
with his savings tied up in a buckskin 
bag. He came directly from California, 
where be had lived for several years 
and began at once to look around with 
an eye to investing his little store of 
dollars. 
Lee found the laundry field 
crowded, and his capital was too small 
for him to consider for a moment the 
establishm ent bf a grocery store. 
One Sunday Lee dined at the Chine*-* 
restaurant on Lower Pennsylvania av 
enue. 
Lee, who has an inquisitive 
mind, questioned the proprietor about 
the source of supply for the ipany queer 
vegetables and herbs which form a part 
of every Chinese dish and learned to his 
surprise that they all cairn from a tiny 
two days distant by rail from W ashing­ 
ton. None was raised, he learned, near 
the capital. 
Here was Lee’s rhaiice to 
invest his money, and he was quick to 
see it. 
He determined to run a truck 
garden in the District of Columbia. He 
secured four acres on the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad, a short distance from th* 
city. 
Lee got down to business at once. On 
the place there is a dwelling, but for 
reasons known only to hiins*df 
Lee 
never occupied it. preferring the baru 
as a home. 
The day after he took pos­ 
session In* employed a colored man, 
who lives near by, to plow up his little 
farm. 
Seeds were obtained as quickly 
as possible from Shu Francisco, and Li e 
worked all day and sometimes on moon­ 
light nights on his little farm. 
Beds 
were laid out in regular checkerboard 
fashion, and with a boe, borrowed from 
a neighbor, Lee pulverized the soil, 
carefully removing every stone. 
At first there were many things to 
contend with. 
Dee did not understand 
the new* soil and bis first crop was a 
failure. Then h»- began extensive ta n n ­ 
ing. Large quant ities of fertilizers were 
put on the beds aud a new crop was 
planted. Every morning before the sun 
was up Le**, with his yoke on his ueck. 
watering pot on each side, watered the 
tender .sprouts of green, which were 
just bursting out of the ground. His 
w ater supple wa- obtained troni a ditch 
IOO yards from th* beds, and the opera 
tion wa.- tedious. W ith the energy and 
perseverance of his race, Lee would 
plod hack und forth between the ditch 
and the beds until every plant on the 
d ace was given it* share of water 


Again in the evening were the beds 
watered by the same slow process. 
Finally Lee’s unrem itting toil began to 
tell. The crop, forced by fertilizers ami 
water, was even better than the indus­ 
trious owner had hoped for. It m atured 
rapidly and was gathered and taken to 
the city, w’here he received an advance 
on other cities’ prices for it. Since then 
Lee has gathered four crops, and a n ­ 
other is now ready for the m arket. The 
little farm and everything about it are 
unique. Early in the spring Lee’s neigh­ 
bors persuaded him to plant a little 
corn and a few sweet potatoes, but these 
have been neglected for the Chinese 
plants anti have gone to grass. 
In all Lee’s farm there is uot a single 
plant which is known to his neighbors, 
who are 
thoroughly 
fam iliar 
w ith 
American fainting. 
Near the railroad 
there are half a dozen rows of w hat he 
oalls chen fok, or Chinese cabbage. The 
plant looks not unlike a huge turnip, 
but the taste is peculiar, hot and slight­ 
ly spicy. 
Below the cabbage bed, sup­ 
ported on sticks which take the place of 
trelliswork, there are 
a 
num ber of 
rows of yepmein, a little green, gourd- 
like melon which is much sought after 
by Chinese epicures. Lee has been par­ 
ticularly successful in raising these, and 
they bring excellent prices. F arther on 
there are melons, not like our own 
melons, but hard, queer shaped things, 
a w hitish green in color. They ripen in 
November, and when fully grown some­ 
times weigh as much as 60 pounds. 
When they ripen, these melons w ill be 
the first ever brought to W ashington. 
There is none laised, it is said, nearer 
than California. 
Un the hillside just back of the bain 
several beds ale planted w ith arom atic 
beths aud strange looking vegetables 
w ith unpronounceable names. 
Many of 
these help to make up that mysterious, 
but none the le ss toothsome dish known 
as chop suey. The plants are all dw arf­ 
ish, but very luxuriant. 
Beaus a foot 
long, bent and twisted in every con­ 
ceivable shape, take up a couple of 
beds. They are black iii color aud have 
a sweetish, insipid taste. 
Chinese len­ 
tils are given space iii the beds, and 
they are very successfully raised. Next 
year Lee intends to attem pt the cultiva­ 
tion of bamboo sprouts iu the damp 
land along the ditch. 
If he succeeds, 
his income will be m aterially increased, 
as the sprouts now used at the restau­ 
rants are all imported in cans from 
China and are very expensive.—Bt.

Bible. No wonder. From the beginning 
“all things were made bv the W ord.” 
it was the very same Word w hich again 
was at work. 
The ‘Word* spoke His 
words into the heart of Luther, and 
those words met w ith an echo in m ill­ 
ions of hearts. 
The spirit testified of 
that Word, and they also bore w itness. 
There the old foundation of Christ’s 
kingdom again came to light, its primi- 
tive plan and arrangement were under­ 
stood, and souls so long w andering 
through the labyrinth of human inven­ 
tions arid niceties were glad to take a 
firni and lasting hold of it aud to stand 
«n it.

Fame aud Duly. 


On the authority of Consul Bedloe of 
Canton, d a n a . tho following sagacious 
apothegms are credited 
to 
Admiral 
Lowry: "The talent of success is noth­ 
ing more than doing what you can do 
well aud doing well whatever you do 
without thought of fame. It fame comes 
ut all, it w ill come because it is do- 
served and not because 
it is sought 
for. ” If this had been imbedded in one 
of B icon’s essays, it would be deemed 
entirely worthy of that great thinker’s 
reputation. It brings up the whole ques­ 
tion of fame and duty in a striking 
fashion, made still more so by the fact 
that Admiral Dowry’s own career has 
been such a striking illustration of the 
truth itself. 
No man could have lived 
up more conscientiously to a single 
eyed sense of duty, aud no mail has 
leaped more suddenly into a full stature 
of fam e in the eyes of the world. 
Tho passion for glory, pre-eminence 
over one’s fellows in literature, art, 
public affairs, war or what not has no 
doubt had its full share in w hipping 
talent, even genius perhaps, to the most 
active exercise of its energies. 
It has 
indeed been the weakness of many a 
great man, as w ell as an elem ent of 
strength. If it has inflamed mental pug­ 
nacity to outstrip one’s competitors iii 
the race, it has also made many a man 
somewhat unscrupulous in the means 
used to secure victory. 
It is not the 
fierce pursuit of wealth aloue which 
has often drugged the conscience of 
man as to the agencies and stepping 
stones available for use. 
The man con 
scious of conspicuous ability, indeed 
even if money making is the direct re­ 
ward of that ability, prizes that reward 
less for itself than for its evidence of 
power aud as a means of further exer­ 
cising that power. 
But after all there is som ething less 
than nobility of mind in pursuing an 
end that one may berecoguized as more 
powerful or more celebrated than oth­ 
ers. 
It is sim ply a robust form of van­ 
ity in which a strong man may indulge 
without making him self 
ridiculous. 
That men w ill mercilessly scrutinize 
ultim ately the instrum entalities w hich 
have been used is a consideration which 
is rarely taken into account. So many a 
distinguished person has lived in later 
reputation less because be has doue 
great things than as an 
illustration 
wherewith “ to point a moral or adorn 
a tale. ” 
Ou the other hand, the path to fam e 
through a strict devotion to the sense of 
duty, though sometimes a more rugged 
one, is the surest. 
Distinction once as 
sured is not a goldeu image w ith legs 
of clay, but genuine and precious by 
every test. 
Each step gained is hewn 
in the rock, aud the progress is not 
m erely represented in external or m a­ 
terial advance, but it registers itself iii 
spiritual growth, which no reverse in 
the outer sign can ever affect. 
The im ­ 
plicit trust w hich the world at large 
places in one w ho bas stamped him self 
as the servant of his sense of duty is 
not the least potent of the factors of ad­ 
vancement. 
Opportunities come to him 
which avoid others. 
When he unites 
great talent w ith this nobility of aim 
and ideal w hich is unswerving in its 
path, place seeks him and he need not 
indulge in a reckless ambition. 
The duty w hich a man owes to him ­ 
self is a reflex in the main of what he 
owes to others, aud measures it p r e tty 
closely. 
When Goethe pronounced self 
culture to be the supreme end of life, 
meaning thereby the largest harmony 
of spiritual and intellectual growth, he 
stated a great truth in a perverse fash­ 
ion. 
It is the supreme end, but not the 
purpose. The purpose which looks only 
to self architecture fails on the very 
side which most enriches all the roots 
of strength. 
The very essence of the ! 
idea of duty is the pervading sense of i 
obligation to all the relations iu which 
one is placed. By obeying this obliga 
tion harmonious growth is inevitable. 
Fame, which comes of such a life, is 
like the flowering aud fruitage in plants. 
It* is a splendor in itself, but it also 
feeds and delights the world and fits 
beneficently into the great scheme of 
things.

farmer east 
Poit arrived in W ashington last April 
with his savings tied up in a buckskin 
bag. He came directly from California, 
where he had lived for several years 
and began at once to look arouud with 
an eye to investing his little store of 
dollars. 
Leo found the laundry field 
crowded, and his capital waH too small 
for him to consider for a moment the 
establishm ent bf a grocery store. 
One Sunday Lee dined at the Chinese 
restaurant on Lower Pennsylvania av 
enue. 
Lee, 
who has an 
inquisitive 
mind, questioned the proprietor about 
the source of supply for the piany queer 
vegetables and herbs which form a part 
of everv Chinese dish and learned to his 
sui prise that they ail caille from a coy 
two days distant by rail from W ashing 
ton. None was raised, he leal lied, near 
the capital. 
Here was Lee’s chance to 
invest his money, and he was quick lo 
see it. 
He determined to run a truck 
garden in the District of Columbia. He 
secured four acres on the Baltimore ami 
Ohio railroad, a short distance from the 
city. 
Lee got down to business at mice. On 
the place there is a dw elling, but for 
reasons 
known only to him self 
Lee 
never occupied it. preferring Die baru 
as a home. 
The day after lie took pos­ 
session lie 
employed a colored man, 
who lives near by. to plow up his little* 
farm. 
Seeds were obtained as quickly 
as possi blo from San Francisco, and Lee 
worked all day and sometimes on moon 
light nights on his little farm. 
Bedi­ 
vere laid out in regular checkerboard 
fashion, aud with a hoe, borrowed from 
a neighbor, Leo pulverized the soil. 
carefully removing every stone. 
At first there were many things to 
contend with. 
Dee did not understand 
the new soil and his first crop was a 
failure. Then he began extensive farm­ 
ing. Large quantities of fertilizers wen- 
put on the 
betis anti a new' crop was 
planted. Every morning before the sun 
was up Dee, with his yoke on his neck. 
watering pot on each side. watered the 
tentier sprouts of green, which were 
just bursting out of the ground, ills 
water supply was obtained trom a ditch 
IOO y ai cis from th* bods, and the opera 
t-i.on was tedious. 
With the energy and 
perseverance of his race, Lee would 
plod back and forth between the ditch 
and the beds until every plant on th* 
ulaoe was given its share of water 


Again iii the evening were the beds 
watered 
by 
the same slow process. 
Finally Lee’s unrem itting toil began to 
tell. The crop, forced by fertilizers ami 
water, v?as even better than the indus­ 
trious owner had hoped for. It matured 
rapidly and was gathered and taken to 
the city, where he received an advance 
on other cities’ prices for it. Since then 
Lee has gathered four crops, aud an­ 
other is now ready for the market. The 
little farm and everything about it are 
unique. Early in the spring Lee’s neigh­ 
bors persuaded him to plant a little 
corn and a few sweet potatoes, but these 
1 have been negleefed for the Chinese 
plants and have gone to grass. 
In all Lee’s farm there is not a single 
plant which is known to his neighbors, 
who are 
thoroughly 
fam iliar 
with 
American fanning. 
Near the railroad 
there are half a dozen rows of w hat he 
calls chon fok, or Chinese cabbage. The 
plant looks not unlike a huge turnip, 
but the taste is peculiar, hot and slight­ 
ly spicy. 
Below the cabbage bed, sup­ 
ported on sticks wrhich take the place of 
trelliswork, there are 
a 
number of 
rows of yepmein, a little green, gourd- 
like melon which is much sought after 
by Chinese epicures. 
Lee has been par­ 
ticularly successful iii raising these, and 
they bring excellent prices. Farther on 
there are melons, not like our own 
melons, but hard, queer shaped things, 
a w hitish green in color. They ripen in 
November, and when fully grown some­ 
times weigh as much as 60 pounds. 
When they ripen, these melons w ill be 
the first ever brought to W ashington. 
There is none uiised, it is said, nearer 
than California. 
On the hillside just back of the bam 
several beds ale planted w ith aromatic 
bel bs aud strange looking vegetables 
w ith unpronounceable names. 
Many of 
these help to make up that mysterious, 
but none the less toothsome dish known 
as chop suey. The plants are all dw arf­ 
ish, but very luxuriant. 
Beans a foot 
long, bent and twisted in every con­ 
ceivable shape, take up a couple of 
beds. 
They are black in color and have 
a sweetish, insipid taste. 
Chinese len­ 
tils are given space iii the beds, and 
they are very successfully raised. 
Next 
year Lee intends to attempt the cu ltiva­ 
tion of bamboo sprouts iii the damp 
land along the ditch, 
lf he succeeds, 
his income w ill be materially increased, 
as the sprouts now used at the restau­ 
rants are all imported in cans from 
China and are very expensive.— Ht.

Dr. Charles Lancaster of Plainfield, 
N. J., w ho w rites tho subjoined letter 
under the date of Aug. Iii to tho Now 
York Herald, is nearly 91 yea rn old, but 
in spite of his great age it is plain that 
he takes a keen and lively interest in 
affairs of the present day. 
He says; 
I noticed in the Sunday issue of the 
New York Herald of Oct. 9 an article 
under the caption “ Does L ife Remain 
on Decapitation?” in which the theory 
of Dr. Cinel of Paris is seriously criti­ 
cised. hut I cannot bring m y mind to 
agree w ith the critics. J think Dr. Cinel 
I is right in claim ing retention of sensa­ 
tion for three hours after decapitation 
I of a subject, but as to the ability to 
hear, see and smell, I arn not so clear, 
w hile I think it possible. But the main 
point, centers in the tests, as stated by 
Dr. Slimily, that bavo been made and 
noted upon various crim inals after de­ 
capitation in an effort to find evidence 
of sensation ‘ ‘ after the first shock” and 
resulting in n o e v id e u c e o f tho leastsigu 
of pain. 
Dr. Shrady asserts w ith considerable 
positiveness that death of the decapitat­ 
ed crim inal is instantaneous, 
Hi re I 
differ from him. It must be remembered 
that ‘ ‘ the life of all flesh is the blood 
thereof.” The ancient Hebrew's under­ 
stood that, and upon it based their rule 
not to ‘ ‘ eat flesh w ith the blood there­ 
o f.” 
Now I believe that so long a* the 
blood retains any degree of warm th a ft­ 
er removal of the bead there is in both 
I head and body feeling and possibility 
; of pain. 
W ith all respect for the eminent doc­ 
tor whose statements I ani criticising, I 
m ost notice one test which ho mentions 
— namely, by touching sensitive nerves, 
w hich results in nothing but certain 
“ tw itch in g ,” due, as ho says, to mus­ 
cular contraction. 
Will the doctor tell 
os wheuce comes the tw itching? 
Is it 
not due to feeling? 
B u t finally he tells us that crim inals 
have been induced to promise to make 
certain facial contortions after being 
guillotined to indicate that they were 
still conscious aud suffering pain, but 
j iii no case have the physicians bee n able 
j to discover signs of life. 
G iv e the v ic ­ 
tim the “ benefit of the doubt. ” Perhaps 
! he forgot it. 
N ow let us compare the victim in 
such a case w ith the appearance of a 
, cold blooded animal, a sea turtle for 
j example, under the same condition. 
I 
have picked up the heart of one of these 
animals which had been lying with the 
mesentery out of doors and partly iii the 
sun during half a day, first irritating it 
slightly w ith a straw and noticing that 
it throbbed or pulsated in natural meas­ 
ure and apparent force, showing five or 
six pulsations. 
I took this heart, w rap­ 
ped iii pajier, and carried it 17 miles in 
the country, and, being evening, I laid 
it uway till the next morning, and then, 
about 9 o’clock, [exhibited it to a school 
for young ladies, to show them the per­ 
sistency of life of a cold blooded ani­ 
mal, aud the heart on tieing pricked 
w ith u pin still responded w ith three or 
fonr faint pulsations. 
Another, 
but fresh water turtle, I 
captured, cut off its head aud laid the 
creature on a board in the sun and vis­ 
ited it every day for nine days, and to 
tho last day it did not fail to draw a 
leg toward the body if given a moderate 
blow w ith a stick. 
In both these eases 
I believe the action of t he ultima I was 
prompted by feeling, if not pain. Now, 
I ask, is there any quantity of vital 
force or sanctity of life supposed to be 
vouchsafed to those cold blooded ani­ 
mals which is not shared also by man? 
Finally, my contention is that the 
guillotine is no punishment. The func­ 
tion of punishment is to inflict pain, 
mental or physical, aud when there is 
no pain there is no punishment. 
Now, 
the scieutifio gentlemen tell us there is 
no pain in death by decapitation, but if 
I live to see the law of capital punish­ 
ment effaced from American .statutes 
aud all punishments administered w ith ­ 
out a spirit of revenge, but 
in perfect 
accord with the highest state of C hris­ 
tian civilization now claimed for the 
most advanced nation I shall thank Cod 
for the deliverance from the last smirch 
borrowed of paganism.

The 
headgear must become the humble sta­ 
tion of tho freshman, and no fedoras,

worn iii safety.” Such is the modest a t­ 
tire of the Princeton first year man of 
the future. 
Time honored customs regarding the

youngsters were laid 
down in full. 
For a freshman to enter

Tho station in In d o c h in a w ill be lo­ 
cated at Cape St. James, on the south­ 
eastern coast of Cochin China. 
It is in 
direct connection w ith Singapore on the 
south and Hongkong to the north by 
cable, as well as woth the Anam aud 
Touquin settlements by an exclusively 
Fiench cable. Besides serving u sa coal­ 
ing und revictualing station Cape St. 
James w ill be a naval base for the 
French China and 
Pacific squadrons 
aud be fortified and equipped accord­ 
ingly. 
It is 
about equidistant from 
Hongkong aud Manila, and on the flank 
of the direct route between the former 
and Singapore. 
Dependent on Cape St. 
James to a certain extent, the station 
at Noumea, in N ew Caledonia, 
will 
have an importance of its own. on ac­ 
count of its isolated situation in the i 
center of the circle formed by the Brit- 
I ish Australian, N ew Zealand aud Fiji 
island colonies. 
The West Indian -tution is to be St. 
Pierre, in Martinique, the most suitable 
location that could be fouud in the 
French West Indian possessions for the 
purpose. 
Like Noumea in Australasia, 
it will be un isolated outpost in A m e r i ­ 
can waters without large commercial or 
territorial interests to protect. 
Except 
as relics of past power on this couth 
lieut, the French American possessions 
are of little else than historical value to 
France, and in the course of time, as 
the attention of the French people be 
comes centered on their African and far 
eastern acquisitions, they will tie less 
reluctant to allow them to attach them­ 
selves to the power toward which they 
must naturally gravitate. 
The decision to establish the naval 
stations described is due principally to 
M. Lockroy, who is availing himself of 
his posit: on of minister of marine to 
give effect to the plans for the reorgani­ 
zation of the French navy aud the pro 
taction of the French colonies, which 
be has long and persistently urged in 
parliament and in the press.

T he P assin g o f th e F ur Seals. 
The remarkable animal life of Bering 
sea, which had its principal rookery on 
the Pribylof islands, will within a few 
years have become practically extinct, 
like so many other interesting specie*. 
Man’s reckless greed bas overborne the 
prodigality of nature.. It is the same 
old story of cruelty and waste of re­ 
sources. The contention for the right of 
sea fishing, which Great Britain has 
steadily maintained at the instance of 
her Canadian subjects, bas made the 
ocean a great slang!)ter house. The fact 
that the methods of tho deep water seal­ 
ers slay the gravid females and Jose at 
least two seals, wounded and left to die, 
for every one pelt secured bas had ne 
effect on the besotted minds of men 
The final result now seems close at hand. 
Tim Alaska Commercial company, with 
tho right nuder contract to take 100,000 
pelts annually, during the last season 
could only secure 80,000. The Canadian 
sealers, whose catch had averaged 80,- 
000, only captured 10,000 skins. 
Sim ­ 
ilar reports of diminution come from 
the Russian and Japanese sealers. 
But 
one thing now can save the fur seal— the 
common agreement of all nations to 
forego hunting the species for a period 
of, say, ten y^ars. 
It is vain to expect 
that this proposition will ever lie carried 
into effect, unless the international com­ 
mission now in session can establish a 
basis of understanding. 
There are no creatures among the 
swimming m am malia more interesting 
than the Alaskan seal in its curious 
habits aud its display of powerfully 
marked instincts, verging close on in­ 
telligence. 
Its skin has furnished for a 
long time one of the most costly aud 
beautiful furs in the world. Its indefinite 
preservation, owing to Its peculiar hab­ 
its aud its fecundity, is a result withiu 
easy reach, but the attainm ent of this 
cud is scarcely expected unless the most 
radical concessions are made by the rep­ 
resentatives of Great Britain as to the 
open sea fisheries. 
The only hope is in that awakening 
of sympathy w ith the preservation of 
interesting species of the lower orders 
of creation which has shown itself of 
late years in many ways. 
Man has as­ 
serted bis right, which is a question of 
might, very ruthlessly in dealing with 
the denizens of the land, of the air and 
of the sea. 
Yet that beautiful spirit of 
forbearance from reckless persecution to 
inculcate which Coleridge wrote his 
immortal “ Ancient M ariner” has dis­ 
played some signs of revival. 
Perhaps 
this sentiment, supported by a wiser 
commercial spirit, may yet seek to save 
the fur seal as it is now beginning to 
save the elephant from annihilation, 
but there is no time to be lost or it will 
be as futile as the belated attem pt to; 
save the bison, once the most distinctive 
aud abundant large wild animal of the; 
North American continent.

H ow M iniature* Are D e*troyee- 
The chief agent in the destruction ol 
a m iniature is perhaps sunlight. 
The 
direct rays of the son should never be 
permitted to fall upon the portrait, and 
especially should it be remembered that 
the glass (or crystal) covers to tho 
miniatures, and the glass of the cabinet 
iii which they are kept, all help to in­ 
crease the powers of the sunlight and 
to give to its feeblest rays ability to ex­ 
ercise destructive force. 
Very many 
lovely old miniatures have been prac­ 
tically ruined by lig h t 
Hung upon a wall or in a case, they 
are exposed to full sunlight, and the 
carnations quickly fade, the value of 
all the colors is reduced and whitened 
and the paler and more delicate tints 
vanish altogether. 
If the exigencies of 
space demand that a wall opposite a 
window (the worst position in a room 
for miniatures) must he used, then a

The structure m ay appear to be 
daw. and may offer som e advantages, 
bat in these old joists and posts tho 
worms are gnaw ing,, and rotten 
.ton*-- w ill not grow better by resetting. 


We may com plain 
ever 
so much 
ain-r governments and forms of g ov­ 
ernment. 
and 
w e 
m ay undertake 
changes in the principles to be applied 
in the adm inistration of state affairs 
and remodel 
constitutions. 
G overn­ 
ments. however, w ill reflect the moral 
and social conditions of the governed, 
and governmental forms w ill not as 
such change the character of the gov­ 
erned ; and constitutions can be changed 
more easily than m en. 
Revolutions 
mav be unavoidable and reforms may 
often have a salutary influence, but 
there is not in them , as such, a life g iv ­ 
ing principle. 
But this is the very 
thing the world 
and the individual 
needs in order to counteract the pernic­ 


ious influences of s in , to put the nation power and us a m eans of further exer 


pos* 
feasors thought that tin y really taw . 
I bosn very **v*s had to be opened, aud 
Mat tin Luther, a doctor endowed with 
G od’s grace, was to mid* rtake the oper­ 
ation.

On the authority of Consul Bedloe cf 
Canton, China, tho follow ing sagacious 
apothegms are credited 
to 
Admiral 
Bewry j ‘‘The talent of success is noth­ 
ing more than doing w hat you can do 
well and doing w ell whatever you do 
without thought of fame, If fam ecom es 
at all, it w ill come because it is de­ 
served and not because 
it is sought 
for. " If this had been imbedded in one 
of Baron’s essays, it would bo deemed 
entirely worthy of that great thinker’s 
reputation. It brings np the whole ques­ 
tion of fame and duty in a striking 
fashion, made still more so by the fact 
that Admiral D ew ey’s own career has ! 
been such a striking illustration of the I 
truth itself. 
No man could have lived 
up more conscientiously to a single 
eyed seuse of duty, aud no man has 
leaped more suddenly into a full stature j 
of fam e in the eyes of Hie world. 
The passion for glory, pre-euiinence 
over one’s fellows in literature, art, 
public affairs, war or w hat not has no 
doubt bad its full share in w hipping 
talent, even genius perhaps, to the most ! 
active exercise of its energies. 
It bus 
indeed been tho weakness of many a 
great man, as well as an elem ent of 
strength. If it has inflamed mental pug­ 
nacity to outstrip one’s competitors in 
the race, it has also made many a man ; 
som ewhat unscrupulous in tho means i 
used to secure victory. 
It is not the 
fierce pursuit of wealth alone which 
has often drugged tho conscience of 
man as to the agencies and stepping 
stones available for use. 
The man con 
scions of conspicuous ability, indeed 
even if money making is the direct re­ 
ward of that ability, prises that reward 
less for itself than for its evidence of

The Reformation has not become the 
mother of a new religion. 
It has not 
established a new revelation and a new 
worship, but it has regenerated the re­ 
ligious conaciouaness and renovated the 
religions mind.

sympathy w ith the prim itive elem ents 
of Christianity and could identify itself 
with them. 
Those prim itive elem ents 
were the germ containing those m yster­ 
ious, supernatural potentialities which 
form the very essence and life-power of 
our sacred religion. Around those germs 
integuments (crusts) had, in the coarse 
of time, formed, and, by their luxur­ 
iant growth, alm ost entirely suppressed 
the life of the germs. 
But the vital 
•park still left there reacted, and now 
hurst through its covering and broke the 
walls which had so long been its prison. 
What else w'ere those germ s but the 
everlasting 
Gospel and 
its 
truths? 
Wherever in human hearts the words of 
the Gospel found a w ell prepared soil 
they began to 
strike 
root. 
Light 
dawned upon the mind 
Principles, 
isnt!meats, feelings 
chanced. 
Rible 
words came home to Christian souls, 
®nd they felt them selves at hom e in the 
Bible. No wonder. From the beginning 
all things were made bv the Word ” 
It was the very sam e Word w hich again 
wag ut work. 
The ‘W ord’ spoke His 
words into the heart of Luther, and 
those words met w ith an echo in m ili­ 
eus of hearts. 
The spirit testified of 
that Word, and they ulso bore w itness. 
Blere the old foundation of C hrist’s 
Ungdom again cam e to light, its primi- 
tive plan and arrangem ent were under­ 
wood, and seals so loug w andering 
through the labyrinth of hum an inven ­ 
tion* and niceties were glad to take a 
firm and lasting hold of it and to stand 
•n it. 


Here we have reference to that posi­ 
ts* element of the Reform ation, w ith ­ 
out which it would never have accom ­ 
plished anything.

But atter all there is som ething less 
than nobility of mind in pursuing an 
end that one may bo recognized as more 
powerful or more celobrated thau oth­ 
ers. 
It is sim ply a robust form of van­ 
ity in which a strong man may indulge 
without making him self 
ridiculous. 
That men w ill m ercilessly scrutinize 
ultim ately the instrum entalities w hich 
have been used is a consideration which 
is rarely taken into account. So many a 
distinguished person has lived iii later 
reputation less because he has done 
great things than as an 
illustration 
wherewith “ to point a moral or adorn 
a tale. ’’ 
On the other hand, the path to fam e 
through a strict devotion to the sense of 
duty, though som etim es a more rugged 
one, is the surest. 
Distinction once at* 
sured is not a golden image w ith legs 
of clay, but genuine aud precious by 
every test. 
Each step gained is hewn 
in the rock, aud the progress is not 
m erely represented in external or m a­ 
terial advance, but it iegisters itself in 
spiritual growth, which no reverse in 
the outer sign can ever affect. 
The im ­ 
plicit trust w hich the world at large 
places in one w ho has stamped him self 
as the servant of his sense of duty is 
not the least potent of the factors of ad­ 
vancement. Opportunities come to him 
which avoid others. 
When he unites 
great talent w ith this nobility of aim 
and ideal w hich is unswerving in its 
path, place seeks him and he need not 
indulge in a reckless ambition. 
The duty w hich a man owes to him 
self is a reflex in the main of what he 
owes to others, aud measures it pretty 
closely 
When Goethe pronounced 
lf 
culture to be the supreme end of life, 
meaning thereby the largest harmony j 
of spiritual aud intellectual growth, he j 
stated u great truth in a perverse fusil 
iou. 
It is the supreme end, but not the 
purpose. The purpose w hich looks only 
to self architecture fails on the very 
side which most enriches all the roots 
of strength. 
The very essence of the 
idea of doty is the pervading sense of 
obligation to all the relations in which 
oue is placed. By obeying this obliga 
tion harmonious growth is inevitable. 
Fame, which comes of such a life, >M 
like the flowering aud fruitage in plants. 
IF is a splendor in itself, but it aho 
feeds aud delights the world and fits* 
beneficently into the great scheme of 
tbiugs.

If the truck gardeners in tin* west 
have been losing any of their trade 
with W ashington,

their loss to Lee Poit, tim only Chine* 
farmer eu»t of tin 
Allcghaiii 
Es 
Poi! arrived in W ashington last April 
with his savings tied up in a buckskin 
bag. He came directly from California, 
where he had lived for several years 
aud began at once to look around w ith 
an eye to investing his little store of 
dollars. 
Lee found the laundry field 
crowded, and his capital was too sm ulI 
for him to consider for a moment the 
establishm ent of a grocery store. 
One Sunday Lee dined at the Chinese 
restaurant on Lower Pennsylvania av 
enue. 
Lets 
who has an 
inquisitive 
mind, questioned the proprietor about 
the source of supply fur the many queer 
vegetables and herbs which form u part 
of every Chinese dish and learned to In* 


huiprise thai they all cann from a oily 
tw o days distant by rail from W ashing 
ton. 
None was raised, he learned, near 
the capital. 
Here was Lee’s chance to 
invest his money, and he was quick t" 
see it. 
He determined to run a true k 
garden in the District of Columbia. Ile 
secured four acres on the Baltimore ami 
Ohio railroad, a short distance from th* 
city. 
Leo got down to business at once. tin 
the plats* there is a dw elling, hut for 
reasons 
known only to him self 
l^ee 


I never occupied it. preferring the baru 
as a borne. 
The day uftei he took pos­ 
session In* 
employed a colored man, 
who lives near by, to plow up his little 
farm. 
Seeds were obtained as quickly 
a- possible from san Francisco, aud 1a «* 
worked all day aud som etim es on moon 
light nights on his little farm. 
Bed* 
were laid out in regular checkerboard 
fashion, aud with a h*»e, borrowed from 
a neighbor, Lee pulverized tho soil, 
carefully removing every stone. 
At first there were many things to 
contend with. 
Ua* did not understand 
the new soil aud his first crop w'us a 
failure Then he began extensive farm­ 
ing. Large quantities of fertilizers wen* 
put on the beds aud a new erop was 
planted. Every morning before the sun 
was up la **, with his yoke on his neck, 
watering put on each side, watered th** 
tender -prouts of gr**eu, which were 
ju.**t bursting out of the ground. His 
water supplv vcus obtained from a ditch 
IOO yam * from th* bods, and tile opera 
tion was tedious. 
W ith the energy and 
perseverance of his race, Lee wouh 
plod hack and forth between the ditci 
aud the beds until every plant ou th* 
uluoa was given it* share of water 


Again iii the evening were the heils 
watered 
by 
the same slow process. 
F inally Lee’s unrem itting toil began to 
tell. The crop, forced by fertilizers ami 
water, was even better than the indus­ 
trious owner had hoped for. It matured 
rapidly and was gathered and taken to 
the city, where be received an advance 
on other cities prices for it. Since then 
Lee has gathered four crops, aud an­ 
other is now ready for the market. Tile 
little tarm and everything about it ure 
unique. Early in tim spring Lee’s neigh­ 
bors persuaded him to plant a little 
corn and a few sweet potatoes, but these 
1 have been neglected for the Chinese 
plants ana have gone to grass. 
Iii all Lee’s farm there is not a single 
plant which is known to his neighbors, 
who are 
thoroughly 
fam iliar 
w ith 
American fanning. 
Near the railroad 
there are half a dozen rows of w hat he 
calls ellen fok, or Chinese cabbage. The 
plant looks nut unlike a huge turnip, 
but the taste is peculiar, hot and sligh t­ 
ly spicy. 
Below the cabbage bed, sup­ 
ported on sticks which take the place of 
trelliswork, there are 
a 
number of 
rows of yepmein, a little green, gourd­ 
like melon which is much sought after 
by Chinese epicures. 
lx*e has been par­ 
ticularly successful in raising these, ami 
they bring excellent prices. Farther on 
there are melons, not like oar own 
melons, but hard, queer shaped things, 
a w hitish green iii color. They ripen iii 
November, and wbeu fully grown som e­ 
times weigh as much as AO pounds. 
When they ripen, these melons w ill be 
the first ever brought to W ashington. 
There is none tailed, it is said, uearer 
than California. 
On the hillside just hack of the bam 
several beds ale planted w ith aromatic 
beths aud strange looking vegetables 
w ith unprououmable names. 
Many of 
these help to inak< up that mysterious, 
bot none the less toothsome dish known 
as chop suey. The plants are all dw arf­ 
ish, but very luxuriant. 
Beaus a foot 
long, bent and twisted in every con­ 
ceivable shape, 
take up a couple of 
beds. 
They are black in color and have 
a sweet Db, insipid taste 
Chinese len­ 
til1- are given space in the lads, and 
they are very successfully raised. Next 
year Le* iutends to attempt the cu ltiva­ 
tion of bamboo sprouts in the damp 
laud along th** ditch, 
lf he succeeds, 
his income w ill be m aterially increased, 
as th** sprouts now used at the restau­ 
rants are all impel ted in cans from 
Cbiua aud are 
very expensive.—B t 
Louis I Hobe-Democrat.
